“ ‘The cyclone period.' he said, 
in conversation with a reporter for 
the St. Lou is Star this morning, ‘is 
gradu ally 
receding.’ 
In 
fact, we 
may say it has gone. 
T o be su re, 
all throu gh this m onth we may ex­ 
pect 
heavy 
thu n d er storms, 
and 
there may be an occasional pu ff of 
wind with them, bu t they will not 
be tornadoes, nor will they partake 
of the character of a cyclone. 
The 
people need have little 
fear 
any 
more of great wind storms this sea­ 
son.' 


“ As 
showing 
that 
Mr. 
Hicks 
knows whereof he speaks, it is only 
necessary to say that in his alm anac 
pu blished last O cto ber he predicted 
great wind storms du ring M ay and 
advised people to 
make 
pre pa ra ­ 
tions for some place to seek safety. 
T hen again on April 14, in his pa ­ 
per, W ords and Works, he pred ic t­ 
ed the very day of the great cyclone 
in Texas, which occu rred on May 
13, and said that the greatest period 
of distu rbances wou ld be from May 
23 to 
27. 
All 
these 
predictions 
were verified. 
“ The m onth of Ju ne, Mr. Hicks 
says, will be free from cyclonic d is­ 
tu rbances.
